WILL1AMSBURG, March 1.—-Daniel 


Collins Graves, aged 69, the hero of the 
Mill river flood, died yesterday morn- 
ing after an illness of several weeks. 


The Mill river flood occurred Satur- 


day morning, May 16, 1S74. Its cause 
was the collapse of the dam 
of 
tho 


reservoir of the Mill river and Wil- 
liamsburg reservoir company on thn 
east branch of Mill river, about three 
miles above Williamsburg. and 
there 


was a loss of 13$ human lives and a 
property loss of over SI,000.000. 


The gatekeeper was George Cheney, 


who rode a horse at the risk of his life 
down the patil the flood must follow, 
to warn the people of Willinmsburg. 
The message of warning WHS taken up 
at Williamsburg by Mr. Graves, who 
was delivering milk over a route in the 
village. He instantly lashed his horse 
into a run and started in his 
milk 


wagon to race with the flood down the 
valley to warn the people at Skinner- 
vllle and Haydenville. 


At Skinnerville. about a mile below 


Williamsburg, Mr. Graves was 
five 


minutes ahead of the Hood. 
There 


were SO hands in the mill of William 
Skinner, all of whom made their escape, 
upon receiving the. warning brought by 
Mr. Graves. 


The flood .was about two minute:? be- 


hind Mr. Graves when he arrived nt 
the hra^s works of Haydcn, Gere it Cn. 
Here the warning was given by Mr. 
Graves in time to sitve all but one of 
220 operatives. 


Mr. Graves barely saved his own life 


by getting upon the blub Kround 
in

AS TO BANK 
EXAMINERS. 


The suspension of Bank Examiner Pepper, who failed to find anything 


wrong in the Cambridge bank at a time when it had probably been robbed of 


.$100,000, is the least that jjould be expected from ihe comptroller ot the. 


currency in vindication of his office. 
Even the comptroller himself slates 


that "it is sometimes impossible for nn examiner to detect embezzlement 


and other breaches of trust as nearly every embezzlement on the part of 


bank officials reveals some new method by which examiners nre hoodwinked 


and the scheme is often so ingenious mid yet so simple that it escapes detec- 


tion until the crash comes." 


All this is intended to defend his own department ngainst the ludicrous 


exposure of its inefficiency. Is it not strange that another bank official had 


gone but a very short way in Ihe examination of the books when he dis- 


covered the wholesale fraud? 


It appears that some new system of checks and counter-checks must 


be devised to protect the depositors of banks against ingenious but dis- 
.honest bank 
officials 
and 
the utter 
failure 
of 
bank 
examiners 
to 


detect fraud. 


One of the great evils in banking is, that ihe officers and directors nre 


not chosen for special .fitness but to succeed their fathers, their uncles or 
their cousins. This is also a matter that should be changed in the interest 
.of the depositors. 


There .should be a radical change in the system of bank inspection. 


Neither the state nor the federal examiners take the trouble to delect any- 
thing wrong unless it appears on the surface. 
They appear to rely on the 


statement or the honor of the official.,. 
They should be held responsible with 


the directors and trustees for anything that goes wrong which by 
able vigilance they could have detected. 


THE 
DODGE HOSPITAL FOR WORCESTER. 


That was a peculiar bequest in which (he late Thomas II. Dodge, the 


Worcester philanthropist, provided for a city hospital for Worcester in lOSfi. 


Apparently IIr. Dodge considered the perpetuation of his name through a

far away future, is the preferable time.

26. In part it is as'follows; 


In 1S98 Col. Talbot, then a lieuten 


ant, resigned from the Cadets to go ou 
with the 6th Massachusetts BB a sec 
ond lieutenant. He took part in th 
Porto Rican campaign and was mus 
tered out in January, 1899. In 
th 


following June ho left for the Philip 
pines, as a lieutenant in the 2l)th U. S 
volunteers. 
Of his work in the Philip 


Pines, Lieut. Col. Talbot was alwaj 
most modest and reticent. From regu 
lar army officers, who are not wont t 
lavish praise on the volunteers, it ha 
been learned that he not only sme 
powder, but he found shot, some 
o 


which it appeared at times was aime 
directly al him. 


The testimony of 
those officers 
i 


that he distinguished himself in a wa. 
to attract attention on all sides, and i 
was real war and not mimic, in whic' 
he engaged. The insurgents at 
tha 


time were in the height of their powei 
They had organized a very respectabl 
army, well officered by men who ha 
spent their entire lifetime fighting in 
the bush, and they not only stood up 
to attacking fire, but returned it. Tin 
casualty list was a serious matter. 


Through this 
experience 
he wen 


without a halt, and so much attention 
did he attract that when he finally was 
mustered out and returned home a lit 
tie slimmer around the waist and big 
ger In" "the chest and browner in the 
face, he was distinguished as one 
the few volunteer officers 
offered 
a 


berth in the regular army at his vol- 
unteer rank of captain. 


To this he gave serious considera- 


tion and with the love of a military 
life engendered in him, there 
were 


many who feared that Boston was go- 
Ing to lose him. But he declined the 
honor after reflection. 


As a member of the republican state 


committee his executive ability was 
early recognized, and when Col. Goet- 
ting resigned in 1903 as chairman ol 
the state committee, Mr. Talbot 
was 


chosen to succeed him, and served ac- 
ceptably. Col. George H. Doty suc- 
ceeded him three years ago. 


Lieut. Col. Talbot was not married 


He spent his summers at the family 
residence In North Billerica and 
had 


recently been living at the Puritan 
club in this city. 


Socially he was always a prominent 


figure. Beside the Puritan club, 
he 


was a member of the Boston A. C., the 
Country club of Brookllne, the Vesper- 
Country and Yorick clubs of Lowell, 
and the New England Kennel club of 
Braintree. He belonged to the Order 
of the Caribao. a military organization, 
to which only officers who served in

only the functions of delay and discus- 
sion. 
Reform Lords Next Year 


If this plan succeeds, the govern- 


ment proposes next year to 
proceed 


with the transformation of the house 
of lords from a hereditary to a demo- 
cratic body. 
Such was the program 
that 
the 


prime minister unfolded and he 
and 


Chancellor Lloyd-George declared that 
the government staked 
ita 
existence 


upon It. 


In the meantime the budget stands 
side-tracked. It is likely that when 
it is taken up it will combine the bud- 
gets of two years, shorn of the fea- 
tures-objectionable to the Irish mem- 
bers. 


Before the Easter adjournment

Jewels Owned by Mrs. Erlanger 


Are Missing 


NEW YORK. March I.—The myste- 


rious disappearance of a' diamond horse 
shoe—regarded as one of the largest In 
existence—and a diamond heart, ag- 
gregating $50,000 in value, from 
the 


boudoir of Mrs. Sanford Erlanffer, wife 
of a stock broker, at the .Ansonia, last 
Thursday, is baffling the skill of Pin- 
kerton detectives. 


The diamonds vanished from a chat- 


elaine bag which Mrs. Erlanger 
had 


left rtn top of her dressor, -while she 
was at her hath. Mrs. Krlanger had 
left her maid in the boudoir but the 
maid has told a story to tne detectives 
which they consider fenioves her from 
suspicion. 


The detectives are of the opinion 


that some one entered Mrs. Erianger's 
room while siie was at the bath and 
while the maid had stepped to another 
part of the five room suite, which is on 
the fourth floor of the family hotel. 
Mrs.. Erlanger. declares.herself . to 
be 


utterly at a loss to account fdr the dis- 
appearance. 


The diamond horseshoe, made up of 


47 glittering gems, was a wedding gift 
to Mrs. Erlangef, whose husband has 
an office at 257 Broadway, and 
was 


worth S30.000, while the heart. com- 
posed of 100 diamonds, was a gift on 
her .10th wedding anniversary. 


Mrs. Erlanger guarded her posses- 


sions with a jealous care and never, up 
to the time of their strange disappear- 
ance, were they out of her sight. 


Mrs. Erlanger wore the heart and 
horseshoe last Wednesday night and 
when she retired placed them in her 
chatolnlne hag. Tn the morning she 
took the jewels, together with a dia- 
mond bracelet and some smaller jew- 
elry, from the bap and placed them on 
top of her dresser. Just before- she 
took her bath she put all the jewels 
back in the bas. 


Mrs. Erlanger discovered .that 
her 


jewels had vanished when about 
to 


start for a walk, at 10 o'clock Thursday 
morning. She had seen '.he chatelaine 
hag on top of the dresser when 
she 


emerged from the. bath. She picked it 
up just as slid was about to leave the 
apartment.. There was 
no 
occasion 


that morning to wear either the horse- 
shoe or the heart, but Mrs. Erlanger 
wanted to wear one of her rings. 


Opening the bag, Mrs. Erlanger was 


astonished to find the heart and horse- 
shoe gone. She uttered 
a 
cry and 


called to her mnid, who was in an ad- 
joining room. The maid was as much 
amazed as her mistress. She told Mrs. 


Erlanger that during the latter's ab- 
sence two attaches of the hotel had 
come to the apartment 
to 
perform 


some work, but the maid ha.d been in 
the room while they were there, and 
they had not touched the bag contain- 
ing the jewels. 


Mrs. Erlanger' at once telephoned to 


her husband, and he sent 
for 
two 


PInkerton detectives, who went to the 
hotel immediately and began a search- 
ing investigation. They were aided by 
Detective Hory, of the house staff. The 
employes who had been in Mrs. Er- 
ianger's apartment were quizzed, but 
professed to know nothing about 
the 


-jewels. 


Ever since that day the PInkerton 


detectives have been vainly, trying to 
get some clew to the strange disap- 
pearance of the gems. Mr. 
Erlanger 


last Saturday caused an advertisement 
to be placed in the papers offering 
a substantial reward for the return of 
the missing jewels. He was 
averse 


last night to talking of the disappear- 
ance, but his wife said to a reporter: 


"1 am heart broken over the loss of 


my jewels. 1 am unable to even guess 
how they came to 
disappear. 
They 


were in my chatelaine hag. I know, 
when 1 went to take my bath. They 
vanished during the time I was out of 
the room. The PInkerton 
detectives 


at first had some siiRiiicions. but I am 
sure their surmise was wrong. 
Sis- 


maid has told me that she thought 
the door leading to the hall was locked. 
She opened it for two hotel attaches 
who came ,up, but cannot understand, 
so she has told me. how anyone else 
could have got in." 


Mrs. Erianger's husband has prom- 


ised to get her other diamonds to take 
the place of those which are gone, but 
she is inconsolable, owing to the fact 
that her. jewels were 
wedding 
and 


anniversary gifts.

Friday, 


Bedros Kazanjlan, a dealer in Oriental 
rugs, at No. 29 Union square, will pay 
$500 for the return of the jewel.

son who brings it back. It was drop- 
ped by ono of Mr. Kaznnjian's relatives 
during a shopping trip.

Corfu 
is a Greek island, with Greek traditions" 
of the past and Greek actualities of 
today. For his pleasure palace, quite 
appropriately, Emperor 
William has 


chosen the name "Achilleion," Greeky 
enoug-h to need no Identification 
tag. 


Derived, of course, from Achilles, hero 
of Homer's "Iliad," this name naturally 
calls for a memorial of Its namesake, 
so Emperor William has commissioned 
Professor Goetz, eminent sculptor, to 
create a heroic statue of Achilles. 
Professor Goetz has finished his work, 
and in a short time tho emperor per- 
sonally will unveil the statue. 


This work of modern art Is nearly 


twenty-one feet high and will stand 
upon a marble plinth at Achilleion. 
about thirteen feet high. The helmet, 
shield and lance of the Homeric war- 
rior are richly gilded, so that they may 
be seen from a lone; distance. 


It seems eminently meet that Em- 


peror William should select Achilles 
for this distinction. Achilles is in lit- 
erature the supreme type of glorious 
youth, and the emperor of Germany al- 
ways has apotheosized the vigorous, 
virile fighting young man. 
But there 


Is another point of excellence inhering 
in Achilles which no doubt suggested 
itself even more strongly to tho kaisor. 
Readers of Homer and other ancient 
writers will recall that the sea goddess 
Thetis, mother of Achilles, dipped tha 
Infant In the river Styx, thus rendering 
his person Invulnerable to tho shafts 
of his enemies. 
But In tho dipping 


process It wns necessary for Mother 
Thetis to hold the baby by one of his 
heels, and tho spot covered by tho ma/ 
tcrnal hand did not receive tho Stygian 
dyo of invulnerability; 
consequently 


after glorious battles In the Trojan and 
other wars unscathed Achilles finally 
received his death wound at tho hands 
of Apollo nnd Paris, tho fatal thrust 
being .delivered through that vulner- 
able heel. 


Emperor William believes his em- 


pire, with Its tromondous army nnd Its 
strong navy, Is Invulnerable, but as n 
wise monarch ho must admit to hlm- 
fldf at times that perhaps ono amnll 
heel spot may not be stamped with tha 
Stygian gimranleo.

ALBANT, 
March 
1.—Preventable 


disease costs this state millions of dol- 
lars n year. The great fight now being 
waged 
against tuberculosis is to be 
rapidly extended to other diseases. 


The .state department of health has 


organized a forcu of 
medical experts 


throughout the state to carry on an ac- 
tive warfare against the 
ravages of 


contagious and infectious diseases, and 
they will meet with the officials of the 
state department of health in Albany 
on March S and 9. 


Few persons realize that there were 


139,783 deaths In New York st..te in the 
year J909; 65,?78 ot these outside of 
CSreater New York, and that over 60 
per cent of these deaths were caused 
by preventable diseases. Typhoid fever 
killed 1309, a result directly due to our 
polluted waters, impure water supplies 
of cities and villages, the use of in- 
fected well waters and carelessness. 
Scarlet fever, one of the worst dis- 
eases, caused 1204 deaths. 


Diphtheria, formerly the scourge of 


childhood, caused but 2306 deaths in 
130!!, while for ten years prior to 1S!)S 
It killed 6500 annually. This large de- 
crease in deaths, even with the large 
increase in population of the state, is 
due directly to the use of diphtheria 
antitoxin, which lias cut the death rate 
from 110 to 26 per 100,000 population. 


Measles, which was once considered 


of but little importance, is now regard- 
ed 
seriously by health 
officials, 
al- 


though there is still much neglect in its 
care and the people have not learned to 
realize its dangers. It caused the death 
of 1270 people .in this state last year. 


About one death 
in every ten 
is 


claimed by tuberculosis and 13,810 per- 
sons died in New Y.ork state from this 
disease last year. 


Believing that some of these diseases 
have not received proper attention and 
that the dangers are not fully under- 
stood by the people, it Is the purpose at 
Dr. Porter, the state commissioner of 
health, to begin on the part of the state 
a widespread movement'to assist the 
local health authorities 
in checking 


their spread, to prevent epidemics and 
to educate the people as to their pre- 
vention. 


To this end a staff of medical experts 


has been selected from every part of 
the state and these men will, over a 
district under their jurisdiction, assist 
local health authorities, help in edu- 
cating the people and work as an or- 
ganized force under the direction of 
the state department of health to check 
loss of life from preventable causes. 


A case uf smallpox arousc-s the pub- 


lic at once. While measles and scarlet 
fever are considered as necessary evils, 
yet smallpox caused but Tour deaths in 
1909 in the whole.state, whiic the other 
two SHcriflcod 2473 lives. 


An active campaign will he immedi- 


ately begun in every part of the stole 
to insure better protection of the pub- 
lic health, more thorough enforcement 
of the public health laws and prompt 
diagnosis and efficient action In check- 
ing epidemics.

Practical Politics pays a tribute to 


Col. Thomas Ta'ibot in its issue of Feb. 
30. In'part it is as/follows: 


In 1898 Col. Talbot, th.jn a lieuten- 


ant, resigned from the Cadets to go out 
with the 6th Massachusetts as a sec- 
Olid lieutenant. He took part in the 
Porto Rican campaign and was mus- 
tered out In January, 1899. In 
tho 


following June he -left for the Philip- 
pines, as a lieutenant in the 26lh U. S. 
volunteers. 
Of his work In the Philip- 


pines, Lieut. Col. Talbot was always 
moat modest and reticent. From regu- 
lar army officers, who are not wont to 
lavish praise on the volunteers, it has 
been learned that he not only smelt 
powder, but he found shot, some of 
which it appeared at times was aimed 
directly at him. 


The testimony of those officers 
is 


that he distinguished himself'in a way 
to attract attention on all sides, and it 
was real war and not mimic, in which 
he engaged. The insurgents at 
that 


time were in the height of their power. 
They had organized a very respectable 
army, well ofllcered by men who 
had 


spent their entire lifetime fighting in 
the hush, and they not only, stood up 
to attacking fire, but returned it. The 
casualty list was a serious matter. 


Through this 
experience 
he 
went 


without a halt, and so much attention 
did he attract that when he finally was 
mustered out and returned homo a lit- 
tle slimmer around the waist and big- 
ger in the chest and. browner in the 
face, he was distinguished as one of 
the tew volunteer officers 
offered 
-a 


berth In the regular army at his vol- 
unteer rank of captain. 
To this he gave serious considera- 


tion and with tho love of a military 
life engendered in him, there 
were 


many who feared that Boston was go- 
Ing to lose him. But he declined the 
honor after reflection. 


As a member of the republican state 


committee his executive ability was 
early recognized, and when Col. Goet- 
ting resigned in 1003 as chairman of 
the state committee, Mr. Talbot was 
chosen lo succeed him, and served ac- 
ceptably. Col. George H. Doty suc- 
ceeded him three years ago. 


Lieut. Col. Talbot was not married. 


He spent hiB summers at the family 
residence in North Billerica and 
had 


recently been living at the Puritan 
club in this city. 


Socially ho wns always a prominent 


figure. Beside the Puritan club, 
he 


was a member of the Boston A. C., the 
Country club of Brookline, the Vesper- 
Country and Yorick clubs of Lowell, 
and the Xcxv England Kennel club of 
Eraintrce. He belonged to the Order 
of the Cnrlbao, a military organization, 
tn which only officers who served in 
the Philippines were eligible and which 
has its centre in 
Manila, and 
was 


also a. member of tho executive com- 
mittee of the National Riflo associa- 
tion. 


He was extremely popular and this 


was duo not only to Ills many amiable 
dualities, but to his democratic ways.

If this plan fuicceeds. the govern- 


ment proposes next year to

of lords from a hereditary to a demo- 
cratic body.

Mr. Cassatt is dead, 
but his work has been taken up by his 
successor, James McCrea, and carried 
to success.. "A way. to cross" was the 
core of the difficulty.

This station area has sixteen miles 


of railroad tracks',. The building Itself 
is 774 .feet long, '433i .feet wide, .69 feet 
high above ground in the-main..though 
It has a central dome-"over-the-main 
waiting, room which irises 153 feet 
above ground. ^ The tracks are-forty 
feet..beneath ..the street level..and the 
principal part of .the big "depot" is 
below ground.

and picturesque Island of Corfu. In the 
Mediterranean, the largest and moat 
northerly of the Ionian islands. Corfu. 
Is a Greek Island, with Greek traditions 
of the p.ast and Greek actualities of 
today. For his pleasure palace, quite 
appropriately. Emperor William has 
chosen the name "Achillelon," Greeky- 
enough to need. no Identification tag. 
Derived, of course, from Achilles, hero 
of Homer's "Iliad," this name naturally 
calls for a memorial of its namesake, 
so Emperor William has commissioned 
Professor Goetz, eminent sculptor, to 
create a heroic statue of Achilles. 
Professor Goetz has finished his work, 
and-in a short time the emperor per- 
sonally will unveil the statue. 


This work of modern art is nearly 


twenty-one feet high and will stand 
upon a marble plinth at Achillelon. 
about thirteen feet high. Tho helmet, 
shield and lance of the Homeric war- 
rior are .-Ichly gilded, so that they may 
be seen from a long distance. 


It seems eminently meet that Em- 


peror William should select Achilles 
for this distinction. Achilles is in lit- 
erature the supreme typo of glorious 
youth, and the emperor of Germany al- 
ways has . apotheosized tho vigorous, 
virile fighting young man. But there 
is another point o: excellence Inhering 
In Achilles which no doubt suggested 
Itself oven more strongly to the kaiser. 
Readers of Homer and other ancient 
writers will recall that the sea goddess 
Thetis, mother of Achilles, dipped tho 
Infant In the river Styx, thus rendering 
his person Invulnerable to the shafts 
of his enemies. 
But in tho dipping 


process It was necessary for Mother 
Thetis to hold tho baby by one of his 
heels, and the spot covered by tha ma- 
ternal hand did not receive tho Stygian 
dye of Invulnerability: consequently 
after glorious battles In'the Trojan and 
other wars unscathed Achilles finally 
received his death wound at the hands 
of Apollo and Paris, the fatal thrust . 
being delivered through that vulner- 
able heel. 


Emperor 'William believes his em- 


pire, with Its tremendous army an/I its 
strong navy, is Invulnerable, but as a 
wise monarch ho must admit to him- 
self nt tlmcB that perhaps ono email 
heel spot may not be stamped with tho 
Stygian guarantee.
